Whatare four mission- 
aries in Rangoon against a host 
of seventeen millions ? & these 
too under the strong influence 
of the god of this world, and 
shielded by the grossest dark- 
ness! Take up the map of 
North America. TT ace the 
‘everlasting hills’ which divide 
the waters that roll to the Atlin. 
tic from those that discharge 
themselves into the gulf of 
Mexico. One missionary ‘i¢ 
stationed there: more solitary: 
than the Eagle that builds apow 
their rocks. From thence look” 
southward upon the vast extent 
of country inhabited by the; 
Cherokees, Creeks, Chicka- 
saws, and Choctaws, and one 
or two may be discovered shin. 
ing like stars amid the general 
gloom. Then extend your view 
across the Mississippi-.to the 
town of St. Louis; two mis- 
sionaries have fixed themselves 
there. But follow this river in 
its course for thousands of 
miles ; trace its mighty tributa- 
ry streams, and you will find 
their banks lined with tribes of 
Indians, almost as ignorant of 
the God who made them, as the 
animals on which they subsist. 
When shall these “ floods clap 
their hands ?”’ when shall these 
valleys sing, and the mountains 
repeat the joyful sound of sal- 
vation? Can such mighty ef- 
fects be produced by the efforis 
of two men however pure their 
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aims, “however unwearied their titute of a wriiten language and 


exertions? 

We repeat it, the work is but, 
in its commencement. ‘Those 
selfdenying men, who, confiding 
in the promises of God and the 
fidelity of his friends, have gone 
forth to their glorious task, 
must be ably supported. For 
suceess in their endeavours they 
look:to Him whose privilege 
alone has power to make dark- 
ness light, and raise the dead to 
eternal life; but for the means 
which shail enable them un- 
ceasingly {o persevere in their 
labours, they luok tous. And 
who will refuse ‘‘a cup of cold 
water” to the disciple of his 
Lord, when fainting with the 
extremity of toil? Let us rath- 
er say, Who will not count it a 
happiness, for which heis bound 
10 

mercies, that an opportunity is 
edie of participating in that 
noble design which inviles the 
contemplation, and engages the 
attention of the happy spirits 
who “are sent forth to minis- 
ter to those who shall be heirs 
of salvation ?” 

‘There is one circumstance 
which the Board are particular- 
ly desirous of impressing upon 
the mind of every friend to hu- 
manity.

Ii is our happiness that as a 
translation the sriptures are 
excellent ; but still they are a 
translation. ‘They supply the 
best remedy for the evils which 
the confusion of tongues has 
created, but the words are not 
those which the Holy Ghost 
frst employed in conveying re- 
vealed truth to man. An ac- 
quaintanee with the original 
scriptures qualifies the minister 
of Christ for contemplating the 
sentiments delivered in the sa- 
cred volume in a variety of 
lights. It enables him to cor- 
rect errours which mistaken 
friends cr avowed enemies of 
divine truth may have introdu- 
ced. The baptists in deter- 
mining and defending the real 
import ef the term’ by which 
they are denominated, and the 
nature and government of a 
church of God, are deeply in- 
terested in giving to their pub- 
lic teachers an acquaintance 
with the scriptures in their eri- 
ginal tongues. 

Besides the oracles of God 
in their translated aud original 
forms, the publ:c speaker ought 
to become familiar with the 
srammar of his own language. 
Logic will assist him to reason 
with accuracy, and rhetoric to 
convey the resutt of his investi- 
gations and the fervours of his 
heart with aeceptance. Wiith- 
out an acquaintance with pro- 
fane history he can never ex- 


on record 5 and ignoraut of ec- 
clesiastical, he can never trace 
to their sodrces tie mischievous 
errours that prevail. Geogra- 
phy, ancient and modern, is of 
importance ; the former will aid 
him in his public expositions, 
and the latter serve to animate 
and direct the enlarged zeal of 
his heart, for the extension of 
the Mediator’s kingdom. 

The able minister is made 
such by the Holy Ghost, and 
only those who in the judg- 
ment of the churches are sub- 
jects of grace will be admitted 
to the benefits of ihe institution.

ASSASSINATION, 

With heartfelt and unfeigned sorrow, 
we announce the untimely and aistress 
ing death of the galiant Major BFNJA 
MIN BIRDSALL, of the U. S, army 
He was shot on parade this Evening 
few minutes before eight, and his im 








mortal spirit left this tabernacle of clay 
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io one hour and fifty five minutes after- 
wards. He was shot by a soldier by the 
name cS Hamilton, who had been en- 
listed aboutthree months. The murder 
was deliberate, and the monster exults at 
jis perpetration—ke is in prison. 

Major BIRDSALL was in conversa- 
sion with Lieut. Scott in front of his 
markee. Hamilton presented himself 
before them, and said ** Mayor J am here,” 
on being ordered back tothe ranks he 
made ready and discharged his Rifle 
the ball entered on the right side, passed 
near the heart and lodged in the flesh 
near the back bone.

The Rev. Mr. Cumming, at our par- 
ticular request, has furnished us with the 
following account of the last moments of 
this highly esteemed and brave officer. 

Albany Monday morning, Fuly 13. 
Mr. Crarkx, 

At your request I write the following 
succinct statement of facts, which fell un 
der my observation last evening, in refe- 
rence to the melancholy death of Major 
Birdsall ; 

My residence being near the encamp- 
ment, I distincily heard the report of a 
gun during the evening parade. I im 
mediately remarked to two of my friends 
who were with me, that I thought this 
circumstance unusual, especially on the 
Sabbath. Soon afier, Mr. George Mer- 
chant, one of the gentlemen alluded to, 
looking toward the tents, inquired wheth 
er the crowd collected could he citizens ? 
I replied that it was probably the case, as 
the sacred day was much orofaned by 
multitudes in the vicinity of a camp.— 
An instaat had hardly elapsed, when a 
lady from the adjoining piazza, Called to 
me, informing that major Birdsall was 
shot. I left my house immediately, and 
having arrived at the fatal spot, took the 
hand of the dying man, and asked him 
whether he recognized me? He answer- 
ed **Oh yes! do, my dear sir, pray for 
me.” I kneeled by his side, and hav- 
ing concluded, I again turned to him, 
When, with a look of inexpressible ten- 
derness, although in extreme agony, he 
thanked me, and exclaimed **Oh that 
God would be pleased to grant me time 
to prepare fordeath.” I conversed with 
him aslongas I deemed it consistent 


with his feeble state, and having paused’ 
perhaps one minute, he again squeezd 
my hand most affectionately, and impor- 
tuned me to pray for him. I enquired 
whether he had not better defer it until 
he was removed to his own house, as the 
physicians then present advised this step, 
He answered, * I cannot live! Icannor 
pray for myself; do pray now, my dear, 
dear sir.’ Of course 1 complied with 
his request, and then perceiving fhat he 
was not so much exhausted as I had pre- 
viously supposed, I entered with him in- 
to a conversation of several minutes. J 
proposed a variety of questions in order 
to ascertain his sentiments on the subjects 
of religion, and the actual state of his fcel- 
ings. I inquired whether he believed 
toat the Lord Jesus Christ was the only 
Saviour of man? He answered, Ido 
fully believe it.” ‘Do you know that 
you area sinner?” “ Ah yes! the very 
greatest that ever lived! Oh pray for my 
poor soul.” Are you willing to be 
saved solely thro’ the righteousness of 
Christ?” “Tam.” “ Are you perfect- 
ly willing that he shou!d have all the glo- 
ry of your salvation ?” * Perfectly will- 
ing.” ** Do you consent cordially to the 
humiliating doctrine of the cross—thar 
humiliating doctrine which utterly dis- 
robes man of pride and glory, and gives 
all honour to God in Christ?” “I do 
consent.”” “ Are you willing to be sav- 
ed as a beggar?” “Yes, oh ves.” ‘Are 
you willing, should it please a merciful! 
God to redeem your sou), to be pointed 
at by the holy angels when you shai! ‘ar- 
rive at heaven, as one who deserves to be 
plunged in perdition, and who was sav- 
ed by grace alone?” J] am altogether 
willing.” ** Do you then deserve to be 
sent to hell ?” “ I dorichly deserve it; I 
deserve nothing else.” “Do you then 
feel in your utmost soul, that it would be 
altogether just in God to damn you ?”

Although 
this process was extremely painful, yet he 
bore it with that courage and patience 
which had already cistinguisned his con- 
duct. The wound gradually closed, and 
within the last few weeks, he has express- 
ed to several of his friends the happiness 
he felt at again being enabled to eat a 
meal with pleasure, and to converse with- 
out difficulty and pain. In this state ot 
comparative happiness, released trom 
bodily misery, which he had endured for 
tore than four years, he was suddenly 
cut down, and that too by the hands of 
an assassin. 

Being in quarters with his company, 
this man came on parade, on Sunday 
enening last, about 6 o’clock, and ad- 
dressing major B. said, ** I am here,” to 
which was answered, ‘* we!l I want noth- 
ing of you, go to your quarters,” or 
werds to that effect— Upon which he re- 
treated a few steps, took deliberate aim & 
fired.

Such is briefly the short history of the
